Austin, Texas, Sept. 21.— Govern­ 


or James E. Ferguson, on trial before 


the Senate high court of 
impeach­ 
ment, tomorrow will plead In person 
fr,r 
acquittal. 
Announcement was made late this 
afternoon that the chief executive 
had decided that only cuie of his coun­ 
sel, Judge Clarence Martin, of Aus­ 
tin, should represent him in the iinal 
presentation of the case. Judge Mar­ 
tin made his argument this after­ 
noon. 
At 9 o’clock in the morning, 
when the Senate high 
court 
con­ 
venes, Governor Ferguson will make 
the closing address and argument in 
his own defense. 


Only Two Thrills. 
Only two thrills have come sin ce 
the Senate trial began. The testimony 
in the main was a repetition of that 
adduced before the House committee 
of the whole, which returned the bill 
of impeachment and that given be­ 
fore the Davis committe of the House 
which investigated the governor last 
March.

Arguments Open. 
Will It. Harris of Dallas 
started 
the opening argument for the propo­ 
nents. 
Mr. Harris aserted that the entire

have been proven, and that it renders 
James E. Ferguson unfit to be Gov­ 
ernor. 
“ The Governor has almost unlimit- 
» d powers over legislation, In mak­ 
ing appointments and in many other 
directions, and he should be 
above 
reproach, above supicion and above 
criticism. We expect 
more of 
him 
than the man in lowly station; more 
than of the constable. 
“ It may tear some heartstrings to 
vote against this man, but 1 
know 
the Senators are going to do their 
full duty, fearlessly and fairly, the 
same as the court does,” he said. 
Mr. Harris said that in ‘‘passing 
from charge to charge it is seen that 
the Governor has never had the high 
regard for the Constitution and law 
he should have. He then commenced
